NEW PERSIAN MONARCH HAS TO 
| HOLD IT ON.

Himself 

Royalty Upon His Head While 

Seated Upon the Famous Peacock 

Throne at Teheran. 

{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND a. P.} 

TEHERAN (Persia) July 21.—6ul- 
tan Ahmed Mirza, the 16-year-old 
Shah of Persia, on attaining his offi- 
cial majority today, took the consti- 


tutional oath of office in the palace of 


the National Council. 

The crowning of the young Shah oc- 
curred later in the day. The monarch 
seated himself on the peacock throne 
in the museum room of the palace in 
the presence of a great gathering of 
foreign diplomats, Persian Princes 
and nobles, deputies and others. 

„The ceremony which followed was 


of the utmost simplicity. The Shah re- 


moved his head covering and himsejf 
placed the imperial crown on his 
head. He found it so large that he 
had to hold it in position while the 


chief mullah was making a brief ora- 


tion. 


Immediately afterward the mon- 


arch took off the crown and reas- 
sumed his simpler head - covering, 
which, however, was embellished with 
the famous Daria-i-Noor —diamond, 
otherwise known as the “G Mo- 
gul,” in the center of the aigrette. The 
diamond is said to weigh more than 
200 carats. 


The function was concluded with a 


reception of the members of the dip- 
lomatic corps. 

The ceremony was brief and took 
place in the presence of the members 
of the National Council, the royal 
Princes, high state officials, foreign 
diplomatic representatives and their 
wives. The little Shah, accom panied 
by the Regent, Abdul Kassim Khan 
Nasser Elmulk, drove to the palace of 
the National Council ina glass coach 
drawn by eight white horses. The 
procession passed through the gaily- 
decbrated streets of the Persian cap- 
ital, which were carefully guarded. 
Large bodies of police and troops were 
stationed in strategic positions and 
the entire route was lined by police 
and native gendarmerie, as well as 
the famous “Cossack Brigade,” while 
mounted men surrounded the Snah's 
carriage and also those of the Cabinet 
ministers and other officials who fol- 
lowed him.

During seven months 
of my Premiership I went through a 
violent and terrible experience. In 
my conduct of the affair I was guided 
by the principle that the great Mo- 
roccan empire was the indispensable 
complement of France’s African col- 
onies. I did not wish that under the 
cover of previous conventions a 
sort of Franco-American consortium 
should be established in Morocco. I 
desired peace for our democracy, but 
peace with honor. 

“A previous witness has referred 
to some document. I do not know to 
what document he refers, but I chal- 
lenge him to produce it. I can prove 
the absolute correctness of my con- 
duct throughout that period.” 

M. Caillaux said he knew that the 
Figaro had diplomatic papers in: its 
possession which it intended to pub- 
lish, although that would have been 
a grave peril for the country. 

“I am obliged to speak now of Cal- 
mette,” said M. Caillaux after he had 
gone at some length into the polit- 
jceal aspect of affairs, but with the 
greatest moderation and the deepest 
emotion.

CALEXICO, July 21.—Word comes 
from Manchester, Eng., that the cot- 


ton-milling interests there are 
anxiously looking forward to the 
opening of the Panama Canal that 
Imperial Valley cotton can be more 
easily secured there. Imperial Valley 
cotton is in great demand in British 
mills because of its superior quality. 

The Calexico Compress Company, 
now erecting a cotton compress in 
this city, will, in addition to com- 
pressing cotton, use the extra steam 
power for the production of ice. They 
will erect an ice plant in connection 
with the compress that is to have a 
capacity of twenty-five tons a day. 
The officials of the company delcare 
that the power equipment of the com- 
press plant will furnish ample power 
to run this plant. The articles of 
incorporation permit the establish- 
ment of an ice plant. Ample storage 
rooms will be erected by the. com- 
press company, so that ice may be 
shipped to other parts of the valley, 
which at the present time is almost 


wholly dependent on the Holton 
Power Company.

Police Asked to Search, 


MISSING NELMS 
MAY HIDING HERE. 


HE MYRIAD antennae of the 

police in the nation-wide search 

for Beatrice Nelms, 26, and Mrs. 
Eloise Nelms Dennis, 29, missing 
Georgia heiresses, reached to Los 
Angeles yesterday afternoon, when 
Chief of Police Beavers of Atlanta 
telegraphed the local authorities 
that the two sisters are believed to 
be in Southern California. 

Los Angeles has figured prominent- 
ly in the developments of the mys- 
tery. Leaving her wealthy mother, 
Mrs. John W. Nelms, in Atlanta, Mrs. 
Dennis went to New Orleans, where 
she met her sister, Beatrice, who 
had followed from their palatial 
Georgia home. On June 11 the 
mother received a telegram from 
New Orleans, saying the sisters were 


leaving that city for Houston, On 
the same day the married sister 
cashed a draft for $1600. A tele- 


gram came from Houston and on 
June 28 another signed E. and .“ 
was received from New Orleans. It 


read: 

“Back in New Orleans. 
farther West.” 

That Mrs. Dennis passed through 
Los Angeles en route to San Fran- 
cisco is the belief of local detectives. 
On July 3, a letter was mailed from 
the Bay City to Mrs. Nelms in At- 
lanta. It was in the handwriting of 
Mrs. Dennis and said that she had 
put her sister, Beatrice, “out of the 
way” in New Orleans and that she 
was then looking for her brother, 
Marshall Nelms, to do the same with 
him. The mother accepted the let- 
ter as genuine, but thought the let- 
ter had been written under duress. 

Bight days after the letter was

mailed, Marshall Nelms, the brother, 


| was seen in Los Angeles. He said 


that he was on his way to Atlanta to 
assist his mother in the search for 
the girls. 

Hovering in the background of the 
case is Victor E. Innes, an attorney.

Dennis in Carson City in August, 
1912. He was in Atlanta from April

30 and remained until July 2, the 
day before the letter was mailed from 
San Francisco. From here Innes 
went to Sacramento, he says, and 
thence to Portland, where he gave 
out a statement in which he said he 
had not seen Mrs. Dennis since Au- 
gust 1912. 

Despite the abundant publicity 
which has been given the case, the 
mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of the girls has not been dissi- 
pated.

Drastic Surge?y for Lunacy 


Examiners Planned. 


Superior Court Would Name 
a Salaried Board, 


Supervisors to Fight What 
They Term Politics. 


Efforts of the judges of the Su- 
perior Court to secure control of the 
new Psychopathic Hospital by abolish- 
ing the present list of medical exam- 
iners fcr inquests of lunacy in Los 
Angeles county, will be contested by 
the Board of Supervisors. The pres- 
ent examiners comprise forty phy- 
sicians who receive $5 a patient. The 
pian is to substitute three high-sal- 
aried alienists to be named by the 
judges. 

The Supervisors received a letter 
from Presiding Judge Wood late yes 
terday afternoon nectifying them that 
the judges had agreed to do away 
with the present system and appoint 
three physicians, of their choosing, to 
receive $4000, $3000 and $2600. re- 
spectively. Enclosed in the letter 
were rules adopted by the judge to 
be followed by the physicians in the 
examination of the unfcrtunates. __ 


SUPERVISORS OBJECT. 


The Supervisors were asked to ap- 
prove the plan outlined by the court. 
The request came as a great surprise 
and while none of the members said 
very much, they let it be known that 
they will strongly oppose the contem- 
plated move. They said it is nothing 
but politics, and that it would be the 
height of folly to divide responsibili- 
ty of the management of the County 
Hospital and Psychopathic Hospital 
which are in reality, but one institu- 
tion. 

Dr. C. H. Whitman, superintendent 
ef the County Hospital, is now abroad 
cn a two months’ leave of absence 
‘etudying the management and ar- 
rangement of psychopathic institu- 
tions in the big European cities. 
Chairman Pridham declared 
day that no action will be taken by 
the Supervisors until the return of 
Dr. Whitman and until his report has 
been thoroughly considered. 

Judge Wood, in his letter to the 
Supervisors, stated that the present 
scheme is expensive and unsatisfac- 
tory. He said that the physiciang are 
enly at the hospital long enough ta 
make the examination which the law 
requires at inquests and that they 
have little opportunity for ob- 
servation of persons with 
ineanity, and even tess oppor- 
portunity for proper medical care 
und treatment pending discharge or 
commitment. 

Judge Wood's letter. said in part: 
Under the new arrangement which 
the judges propose to effect by a rule 
which has been agreed upon, the ex- 


sanity will be practically in charge of 
three physicians. By this method and 
expense to the 
State, the fees allowed by law for 
each inquest will amount tc a re- 
spectable salary for each of these 
physicians, and they can, and shouid 
be required to make careful and daily 
obeervation of the patients, and give 
them the sort of care they should 
have. These physicians should be to 
all intents and purposes practically 
resident physicians.” 
BY CIVIL SERVICE? 


Judge Wood did not inform the Su- 
pervisors hew the three new exam- 
mers are to be appointed by the court 
without a competitive civil service 
examination. | 3 

Following is the rule adopted by a 
majority cf the judges: . 

Medical examiners to serve at in- 
guests of lunacy shall be duly ac- 
credited in accordance with law and 
shall be appointed and removed bv 
order of a majority of the court, and 
not otherwise. They shall be nine 
in number. Three of such examiners, 
one to be known as “chief examiner,” 
and two, one of whom shall be « wom- 
an, to be known as “assistant medial 
examiners,” shall be designated by a 
majority of the court and shall con- 
stitute the psychopathic staff of the 
County Psychopathic Hecepital, under 
such regulations as to duties and hos- 
pital management as shall be defined 
by the Board of Supervisors. 

Two of the members of sald psy- 
chopathic staff shall sit as medical 
examiners in all inquests of lunacy, | 
unless otherwise specially ordered. 
The order cf their service at inquests 
shall be so arranged that the fees 
allowed by law shall aggregate an- 
nually, as nearly as possible, for the 
chief medical examiner, the sum of 
$4000, and for the assistant medical 
examiners, the sums of $3000 and 
2600. Such fees shall be in full for 
all services rendered, both as medical 
examiners and for service at the Coun- 
ty Psychopathic Hospital. 

"Whenever, from said staff two ex- 
aminers, cannct be called, either be- 
cause objection is made to any of 
them by an alleged insane person or 


determines that they are disqualified 
for or ought not to sit at any inquest, 
other medical examiner or examiners 
shall be called as needed, in rcta- 
tion, from the list of six other medi- 
cal examiners selected as aforesaid 
Such other examiners shall be not- 
fied on the day preceding any hearing 
at which their attendance is required 
and should any examiner fail to at- 
tend, he shall not be again called 
until all other examiners have been 
called.

It has filled the empty dinner pails during 


that period of psychological depression. In 
the eight months the total increase in the 
importations of foodstuffs is $56,760,000. 
This is equivalent to a dole of approximate 
ly 67 cents a head to every man, woman 
and child in the United States, provided 
they have the 57 cents to pay for it. One 
can hear the crash as the high cost of living 
comes tumbling to the earth. 

The figures of export trade for the same 
period permit of a useful deduction. There 
was a drop of $145,703,640, a very impres- 
‘sive and not easily-explained fact. But the 
interesting point is that this was not in 
Manufactured products. The falling off in 
articles exported ready for use was only 8.3 
per cent. of the whole reduction. The only 
conclusion deducible is that the industria! 
depression all over the country 18 due to 
lack of home demand for manufactured com- 
mofities, in other words, to reduced home 
consumption.

1 CASE OF THE KOMAGATA MARU. 
The case of the Komagata Maru is 
one of the most stupendous problems the 
British government has been caljed upon to 
face. And it is the ultimate problem of 
the white world, the insidious and devastat- 
ing color peril against which there is no 
argument but prejudice.

The betterment 
of conditions in India was a cold, calculat- 
ed policy by which England made two 
gains for India’s every one. There have 
been famines and plagues under British rule 
but their terrors have been minimized 
through the insistence u occidental ideas 
of sanitation, occidental ideas of agricul- 
ture, occidental ideas of commerce. | 

All of this the Hast Indians know and 
admit. But they are prepared to sacrifice 
it all for that intangible but powerful thing 
called self-respect. They rightly claim that 
in helping them England has doubly helped 
herself. That they are therefore under no 
special debt of gratitude,.and that they have 
now arrived at that state of knowledge and 
capacity in the world’s affairs when they 
can and will administer their own country 
for their own good or be accepted as equal 
and individually respected subjects of the 
Emperor, brother citizens, free and inde- 
pendent Britons. 

In selecting Canada for the supreme test 
case Teja Singh, the wealthy Hindu who is 
organizing the movement, showed subtle 
and brilliant perception. Canada is the 
greatest and wealthiest of all the British 
overseas dominions. And her west coast 
is in direct communication with Japan, Eng- 
land’s great political oriental ally. Canada, 
too, has been the loudest and fiercest in her 
condemnation of oriental immigration and 
the State of British Columbia has passed 
vivid laws frankly against the oriental, par- 
ticularly the Japanese and the Hindu. 

The 360 Hindus on board the Komagata 
Maru, a Japanese ship, sailed prepared to 
fght to the finish. The Hindus do not fear 
death or starvation. They came knowing 
full well the opposition that awaited them

PASADENA, July 23.—Mrs. H. M. 
Gill, the “woman miner” of Millard’s 
Canyon, who recently created conster- 
mation in the Arroyo Seco by plaster- 
ing that canyon with mining claims, 
which, if held, will deprive many 
Pasadenans of their summer cottages, 
and who has figured in several sensa- 
tional altercations over water rights, 
has again burst into the limelight. 

She is now the role of a 


western toll coliéctor, seeking to exact 
fees of 5 or 10¥cents from picnickers 
who pass her bin. She makes her 
appearance in picturesque mountain 
attire, with a revolver depending from 
@ belt around her ample waist. 

The collection of toll fees from 
those who pass along the road past 
her cabin was, according to the forest 
rangers, begun July 5. For the most 
part, it is declared, the tolls have 
been paid unwillingly, and probably 
a great many more have been forth- 
coming than would have been had the 
mountaineeregs not worn her x- 
shooter. 

As it is, the custom of charging 
fees where before no fees were paid 
resulted in a fight last Sunday that 
might have had serious results had 
not Forest Ranger F. Havermale come 
along in the nick of time and put an 
end to the strife. : 

A party headed by Ray H. Fitz- 
gerald of Los Angeles went into the 
canyon, having first procured from 
Assistant Ranger Cabbot a permit to 
build a camp fire. The hikers arrived 
at the Gill cabin and were stopped 
by the woman. There was a question

the conversion of said railroad to the 
city of Pasadena.” 

The matter was referred to the 
Commissioner of Public Affairs and 
the City Attorney.

ADVOCATES WIN. 


Voters at Polls Decide to 


Buy Systems. 


Action Bitterly Contested to 
; the Last. 


Blows Threaten at Eleventh- 
Hour Meeting.

GLENDALE, July 21.—In the elec- 
tion held here today to decide whether 
the people of Glendale would issue 
bonds for the purpose of buying a 
municipad waterworks system, the 
bonds won by twenty-eight votes 
more than a two-thirds majority. The 
vote cast for the bonds was 1318, 
while 618 were cast against them.

AVALON, July 21.— After

All the pipes 
laid, they say, were put down as sub- 
division propositions and are insuffi- 
client for the city’s needs, more than 
fourteen miles being laid with pipes 
two inches and less in diameter, when 
engineers say that no pipe should be 
less than four inches for this purpose. 
They say that they have proved every 
assertion made by them without re- 
sorting to villification. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


The Water Bonds League advocated 
the bonds on the theory that mu- 
nicipal ownership means better serv- 
ice and lower rates, and that if these 
bonds were voted it would in a meas- 
ure circumvent the annexation of 
Glendale to Los Angeles, which they 
oppose on the ground that Glendale 
would be taxed to help pay for the 
big city’s improvements and would 
get nothing itself. They say Holly- 
wood was duped into annexation and 
has never received one penny’s worth 
of profit from it. They say that the 
price fixed by the Railroad Commis- 
sion for the four Glendale water sys- 
tems is eminently fair to the people, 
who will be getting at least twenty- 
seven inches of gravity flow from 
Verdugo Canyon for absolutely noth- 
ing, and, at the rate of $2000 more 
per inch, will get ten inches addi- 
tional gravity flow, or a total of thirty- 
seven inches. 

Two wells with a pumping capacity 
of fifty-nine inches will also be ac- 
quired by the city. This will give 
Glendale more water than is required, 
they say, at this time. In their meet- 
ings the Water Ownership League has 
referred to the leaders of the opposi- 
tion as.the “wise nine,” or the “nine 
disgruntied politicians.” 

These men, however, sav that ther 
are not disgruntied pdliticians and 
wouldn’t have office if it were thrust 
upon them, but that, on the other 
hand, many of the advocates of the 
bonds are politicians who hold office, 
many of them owning water tock, 
and one city officer being president of 
a water company.

WORK IN COURT. 


RESUSCITATES PERSON TWICE 
BEFORE JURY. 


No, Man Wasn't Really Drowned, 
but Lawyer Wanted to Prove His 
Point—Just Like a Scene in the 
Movies, Only Better—Lvprybody 
Liked It, Too. 


With all the effect of a moving pic- 
ture, a Venice lifeguard in Judge 
Myers’s court yesterday demonstrated 
for the benefit of the jury trying the 
suit of a widow for an accident policy 
the methods 
of resuscitating victims snatched from 
the sea. 

The demonstration was ordered by 
the attorney for Mrs. Esther A. Kin- 


sey, whose husband, Edward W. Kin- 


sey, lost his life while bathing at 
Venice September 18, 1913. The com- 
pany declined to pay the policy, al- 
leging that Mr. Kinsey’s death was 
not due to drowning, but to heart 
trouble. It also set up that several 
ribs had been fractured by the violent 
work of the lifeguard in the effort to 
revive him. 

Mrs. Kingey asserted that the ribs 
were fractured by the body striking 
a raft, and to prove that the life-sav- 
ing method was not violent enough 
to fracture his ribs, the attorney 
called on David Moreno, the life 
guard, who had worked on Mr. Kin- 
sey, to make the demonstration. 
“Just indicate to the jury how you 
worked over Mr. Kinsey,” ordered the 
attorney. Use the same force as you 
did last September.” 

O. V. Sprague, a friend ofthe Kin- 
gey family, offered himself as a vol- 
unteer. He was told to lie flat on 
the floor in front of the jury box. 
Moreno bent astride of his body and 
perated the arms to pump out the 
water from the lungs and inject air 
into them. 

The next scene was another le- 
guard and Mr. Sprague doing the 
barrel act, with Moreno rolling the 
supposed drowning man. Jurors, 
lawyers, court attaches and spectators 
craned their heads to see the modus 
operandi of saving life. Mr. Sprague 
arose and stretched himself, none the 
worse for the experience. :
